fatally wounded; the killeris the Mayor's assassin 
who reloaded his gun after the first killing.

Carl Carlson: (Friend and aide of Harvey Milk, in 
Milk's office at the time of the shooting) When he 
came out of the office after the shooting, had | had 
any idea that he had killed Harvey, | would have 
probably grabbed him right then and there, and 
then there would have been real bloodshed. |'m 
sure, probably in a rage, | would have killed him 
[Dan White] myself. It isn't a very nice thing to 
say, but it isn't a very nice thing to lose the most 
dynamic, the most incredible individual you've 
knowin your life, and be about six feet away from

David Lamble: (Writer and producer and narrator 
for the documentary) The time is Monday, May 
21, just after five-thirty in the afternoon, but this 
will not be an ordinary rush hour in San Fran- 
cisco, as the news of the Dan White verdict hits 
the street about the same time as the commuters 
The news of the voluntary manslaughter verdict 
travels fast, especially through the Gay Castro 
Village. (Read with sounds of marchers and cries 
of We want justice! in the background) Castro 
has been the launching pad for practically every 
major Gay and Lesbian march in San Francisco 
for at least the past two years. Hasvey Milk 
believed that the marches helped to vent anger 
and frustration over civil rights defeats and other 
forms of injustice inflicted on Gay people This 
night would not witness that type of safety valve 
march, however. This evening's march on City 
Hall would quickly develop into what the San 
Francisco Examiner headlined the next day as A 
NIGHT OF FURY. Riots, insome respects. are like 
the human equivalent of earthquakes and they're 
about as easy to report in any kind of coherent 
linear way. The riot had its spillover effects into 
nearby neighborhoods. Some of the trashing 
appeared selective, that directed against some 
banks and other institutions of authority and 
power Other incidents appeared to be mere punk 
trashing. (Against chants of “He got away with 
murder.) One's view of the City Hall riot was 
often a matter of luck. | had been marching along 
with the crowd, holding up my cassette recorder 
hoping to capture the sounds of the kind of Gay 
march | had heard so much about While the 
mood of the crowd marching down Market Street 
was Obviously a mood of anger and frustration 
there were few hints as to just how that anger 
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would express itself. The head of the march made 
it to City Hall about eight o'clock | made the 
decision to go inside and phone a quick report 
back to my station in San Jose. By the time | 
returned from the second story press room. all 
hell had broken loose 

Amber Hollibough: (Lesbian activist, speaking on 
the steps of City Halljust before the riot broke out 
to the chants of ‘The people, united. will never be 
defeated’) But Dan White ate a Hostess Twinkie 
Now | say. it's time to pass out the candy It's time 
we stood up for each other That's what Harvey 
meant to us. He wasn't some big leader He was 
one of us. | don't think it's wrong for us to feel like 
we do. | think we should feel like 1t more often 
(Cheers) It's about time that Gay children who are 
coming up. it’s about time that we prepared a 
place for them. We need to be together! We need 
to be strong! (Answer from crowd: We are 
together! We're strong!) Don't you listen to any- 
body who tells you that you don't need to fight 
back! (Chants of: Fight back! Fight back!) 
Amber Hollibough: (At May 21 demonstation 
May 21, 1981) One of the things that really struck 
me was how much in the last two years, the fact 
that Harvey and Moscone were shot by Dan White 
was acrime against Gay people, has been lost in 
the media—it always appears as a tragedy against 
city officals, rather than a murder-of homosexuals 
and aman who fought around homosexual rights 
So it’s very interesting to see how it gets. shall we 
say, ‘whitewashed’ in the paper. It occurs to me 
that part of what 1s occuring now in this country 
is an attempt, not only to white wash this, but to 
make homosexuals not “queer.” We can be Gay 
but we can't be too queer And even here that’s 
happening People like Falwell are clearin saying 
that they don't hate homosexuals at all, they only 
hate homosexuality. So if we're prepared to do 
what itis that we do, that we knows a perversion 
in the privacy of our own bedrooms, then it's per- 
fectly all right that we exist in San Francisco, or 
Milwaukee, or St. Louls or almost any other place 


But it's when we define ourselves outside of a 
heterosexual society, when we proclaim our- 
selves, actually the possessors of Our Own erotic 
needs for people of the same gender, it's exactly 
at that point that we lose so-called credibility 
Well, that's a credibility that I'd just as soon lose, 
since my oppression comes from other people's 
misunderstanding of that erotic and passionate 
need for women, rather than anything incorrect 
or unnatural in that behavior. In fact, the hetero- 
sexual society it seems to me, that assumes that 
that's a natural thing for everyone that partici- 
pates in it, oppresses the heterosexuals in it as 
well as oppressing us, since it’s the model that 
makes women lack control of their own bodies, 
men be men—an unfortunate thing none of us 
would want to claim in the same way that it’s 
usually meant in this culture, even if we claim the 
right to be male lovers. It seems to me that one of 
the reasons that we're here ts to try and remember 
what was important about that revolt. which as far 
as I'm concerned was one of the proudest things 
I've ever been a part of. We don't want that vision 
of aculture. We are, in fact, the refugees from that 
vision, the people that have managed to salvage 
some part of our passionate possession of our- 
selves, so that we could claim that there was 
another way to be, both in our bodies and our 
culture 


David Lamble: The San Francisco Civic Center 
wasn't the only scene of riotious activity on the 
night of fury. Sometime between midnight and 
one am Castro Street was visited by dozens of 
police officers, some reportedly from nearby Bay 
Areacities The accounts are notentirely clear as 
to what kicked off what Gay people refer to as the 
police invasion of the Elephant Walk gay bar at 
18th and Castro. Police sources claim that bottles 
were, thrown from inside the bar Some gay peo- 
ple in the street and in the bar say. on the con- 
trary, the police incursion into the Elephant Walk 
was unprovoked One person added that troni- 
cally, the persons in the bar may have been there 
precisely because they wanted to have nothing to 
do with any riotious scene, either at Civic Center 
or in the Castro neighborhood 

Bartender: What set it off was there were a couple 
of bottles or glasses thrown from somewhere on 
the street, justa small handful There was nothing 
thrown out of the bar, because | was standing in 
the doorway, | would have gotten hit by it if it had 
been thrown out. And they just attacked every- 
body They were telling you to move and get out 
of the bar, but they weren't giving youachance to 
move, they were just hitting and clubbing and 
swinging and pushing Your only thought was 
justto try and find some place to try and get out of 
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tne way And you didn't know where to go. They 
were telling you to get out of the street. and then 
they came in the bar and said get out of the bar 
You were right in the middle of the whole mess 

Peter Plate: (One of the last two of the May 21 
defendants to have his case disposed of. Plate 
was found guilty of a misdemeanor for breaking 
the window Of a police car in the Civic’Center. He 
spoke atthe May 21 Demonstrationin 1981.) Now 
many of you have spoken of Harvey Milk. | would 
like to speak of Billy Budd. Now when | came out 
of jail, after the May 21 riot. with my multiple 
felony charges hanging over my neck, | looked at 
the San Francisco Chronicle and there | saw the 
names of Billy Budd and Peter Plate, wanted for 
incitement to riot. Billy Budd was a co-defendant 
of mine He committeu suicide in San Bruno 
jail Ill never forget Billy Budd even though | 
hardly knew him, because that's one of the people 
| see my name in thé newspaper with. who is no 


He 
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longer alive. And it makes me sick and it makes 
me very, very sad. And so the social war goes on 
doesn't it, not only in the courtroom, but in the 
streets, in the factories, in the living rooms, the 
bedrooms, in the supermarkets of this nation... 
Now, many of you people have spoke of abhoring 
violence. | have seen much violence, not created 
out of my own hands, wrought upon me, upon my 
head. I'm concerned about the violence and the 
terror of state and capital, not of the violence of 
those people. who resist by themselves 
individually 

Harvey Milk: (June 10, 1978 in Dallas) | look at 
who's my enemy and look at who's the enemy of 
the Black, who's the enemy of the Chicano, who's 
the enemy of the abortion rights, who's the enemy 
of senior citizens, the handicapped, you always 
come back to the same few people, and for us to 
go ahead and crawl into bed with those kind of 
people might be good sex on the the one time, but 
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boy, the morning after! 

Ray Hill: (Houston activist and interviewer along 
with Lamble) Harvey, this enemy approach to the 
whole thing, that sounds strangely farailiar to 
other political movements. that there isan enemy 
out there. let us identify it and go after it Are you 
sure that’s the sort of thing that youre entirely 
comfortable with? 

Harvey Milk: |'m not saying were going after it 
just be aware of it. and let’s go positively to where 
we have to go. but be damn sure where were 
going and whose opening the door for us and 
coming into their room Be aware of your enemy! 
One of the columnists inthe San Francisco news- 
paper said basically he was tired about all this talk 
about Gay rights, and Gay rights. and Gay rights 
he was getting a little trred of it. why don't you be 
quiet about it for a little. ‘cause we have ours In 
San Francisco, so to speak. And | said to him 
“The day you stop talking about freedom of press 
is the day you don't have it, and for us not to 
acknowledge the fact that there are people who 
want to put usin jail is crazy. The day we stop 
worrying about those people is the day were 
going to start going toyail. | dont devote my time 
defensively. I'ma very positive person, I'ma very 
forceful, aggressive-type person who looks for 
where we can go and tries to get there Some- 
times | succeed, sometimes | fail. | never let my 
defense down, because | learned what happened 
with Hitter. with Germany. He started with the 
burning of the books, the next thing was disallow- 
ing Jews to teach school, right. and that sounds 
awful familiar, just take the word Germany out 
and put America in, take the Jew out and put Gay 
in, and you don't have to any other word. So 
you've got to be aware of it. just can't walk away 
from that issue. There's issue that people don't 
want to talk about, saying what you're talking 
about, and that is the potential of violence Vio- 
lence takes place. And | just heard this week that 
there was a Gay person killed in Houston, because 
he was Gay, and to say that doesn't take place 
Wel violence works the other too, and we ve got to 
talk about it. totry and stem it. So, | believe talking 
about the enemy, talking about violence. talking 
about the negative things, that people know that 
they exist. but | believe in doing the positive 
things 

Holly Near: (Singing) Did homophobia shoot our 
friend, is that why Harvey died?/It could have 
been me, but instead it was you,/so I'll keep doing 
the work you were doing. as !f | were two ‘Ill bea 
student of life/a singer of songs,/a farmer of food 
and a righter of wrongs,/It could have been me 
but instead it was you...

One Worker’s Perspective 


This May, The Women's Building, her 
staff and supporters celebrate three years of 
struggling with and working towards the 
vision of becoming reality, of collective 
work, of many people coming together in 
one place to give their art and politics the 
unique expression of aculture they can and 
do call feminist, global, revolutionary: the 
move towards and into a new cycle 

The Women’s Building is also a reflection 
of American reality in 1982: a poor but none- 
theless “private sector’ enterprise that 
must deal with deficit budgets, cutbacks 
and a precarious survival. She is a bold 
attempt by the largest group of “have nots” 
in America to have their own place. She is 
one more version of poor folk, this time 
women, chasing after the American Dream 
a place of our own where we get to call the 
shots and be ourselves, a place bought on 
credit and sustained by the sacrifice of 
those willing to roll up their sleeves, tuck in 
their belts, dig in and work...create their 
Own reality. And finally, The Women's Build- 
ing is acentral meeting place for thousands 
of people who militarily refuse to accept or 
be defined by the comsumerist, dog-eat- 
dog, get-to-the-top-any-old-which-way- 
you-can values of the patriarchal, capitalist 
political system that governs America. She 
is avision Cloaked ina fabric of many colors, 
woven with contradictions. | know. | have 
been a worker there for the last two and a 
half years 

| am a Puertorican, a Lesbian and a 
Feminist. My identity is rooted in the ao's 
and pa's of Caribbean Spanish, in congas 
and cuchifritos, in the projects and spang- 
lish and driving salsa beat of El Barrio inthe 
City of New York. Like so many j/baras from 
the hills of Puerto Rico whose parents came 
to America in search of prosperity and eager 
to embrace the American Dream, | spent 
years geting schooled in the virtues of 
America where everything is possible if not 
free so long as you just work hard and have 
faith. | grew up to learn that the benefactors 
of the American Dream were overwhelm- 
ingly white, male and rich, that they always 
were, and that their ‘prosperity’ is built on 
the broken backs of my own people and 
anybody else they consider less than them- 
selves. Too bad for me and the other Jiba- 
ras, for all the poor people of America: The 
American Dream is a lie

The Women’s Building opened her doors 
in April of 1979. Her staff and that of San 
Francisco Women’s Centers (sponsors and 
primary organizers of The Women’s Bulld- 
Ing) were women of diverse racial and eth- 
nic identities, class backgrounds and politi- 
cal ideologies who struggled with each 
other and with the conflicts and contradic- 
tions inherent in organizing a predominantly 
white and middle class Feminist Center in 
the midst of The Mission, a predominantly 
third world and working class community 
Bridging the chasm between the two would 
not have been possible without the active 
involvement Of women of color who have 
constituted 50% or more of The Building's 
Staff since it's inception. Many of my sisters 
have come and gone from the Building. We 
have, in varying degrees, felt frustrated and 
angry by the seemingly impossible chal- 
lenge of giving leadership to an organiza- 
tion whose base of support has historically 
been of another race and class. We have 
challenged and critized. we have helped 
build this woman's community place, we 
have given The Women's Building a diver- 
sity of cultural and political expression that 
it would have never had without us. We con- 
tinue to do so 
The conflicts, dialogues and struggle of 
that first year led to a merger of SFWC and 
Women's Building staff and to the articula- 
tion of this purpose For The Women's 
Building: 
The Women’s Building exists to facil- 
iate and participate in the collective 
strength of women working together for 
change towards a non-oppressive 
society. She exists to provide a political 
and cultural center where women and 
other oppressed peoples can freely

Where Has All 
The Liberation Gone 


| am a gay man, white, age 28, and have been 
going to gay bars in San Francisco for nearly 6 
years | have never been denied entrance to any 
place in all that time : 

On Sunday evening. April 18th, | attended tea 
dance at the |-Beam | was-treated with usual 
courtesy given any customer and even treated to 
a beer on the house, by a bartender. When | left 
the |-Beam | met a friend on Haight Street. We 
decided to try the new bar on Haight called TRAX 
| had occasionally gone there in the past when it 
was Called “The Question Mark” 

My friend entered TRAX just ahead of me with- 
out the slightest difficulty. To my disbelief | was 
asked for proper |.D. at the door. | produced a 
valid California drivers license with my photo on 
it. The door man examined it, then insisted on 
more | D. before | could enter 

Now really, | haven't looked under 21 1n years 
and since when Is a California drivers license not 
acceptable proof of |.D 

| was not drunk, improperly dressed or acting in 
an improper way. I've often heard of bars demand- 
ing several !.D.’s from women and blacks, but I'm 
a gay white male trying to enter a gay white male 
bar 

Then | realized what made me unacceptable in 
the eyes of the doorman. | have shoulder-length 
hair and | do not fit into the popular clone look 

This bar, prior to becoming TRAX, had a rather 
dubious reputation as a hangout for hippie bur- 
nouts. They closed, remodeled, reopened, and 
are now trying to attract a clone clientele 

The reason for entrance denial was 
obvious. | don't fit the image. I'm sure if | had short 
hair and dressed as though | had just spent $500 
at All American Boy |! would have never been 
asked for I.D 

A few days later | found several other long- 
haired gay men have been refused entrance to 
TRAX. My case is not an isolated incident 

We as a community have asked society to 
accept our right to be different, and in many ways 
that acceptance has been granted 

But now the community we've created is so 
up-tight about looks that we've denied each other 
the right to be individual. Not all gay men want to 
be clones. Some gay men just want to be free 

Where has all the liberation gone?

Feminist Rhetoric in Disguise 


| find myself consistently horrified by opinions 
such as those expressed by Ann Meridith in her 
last month's letter on the Labyris labor dispute 
She assumes, as do many others in our commun- 
ity, that it is a privilege to be an employee ina 
so-called feminist business, and, therefore. 
“unsisterly” to protest unfair working conditions 

The right to organize, the right to demand 
equitable pay scales, health benefits and grie- 
vance procedures have been and remain hard- 
fought struggles. These rights are not signed 
away when you goto work ina women's business! 
Yet, Ms. Meridith calls these demands “selfish,” 
and can't understand why Labyris workers aren't 
down on their hands and knees thanking their 
bosses for exploiting them. 

| don't use the word “exploitation” loosely. It 
describes the capital relation between an owner 
and an employee. | am not equating the owner of 
a small business with the ruling class, but | am 
also not equating the owner of a small business 
wit the workers she employs. Calling oneself a 
feminist does not mean that you can pretend that 
the relationship of exploitation does not exist, nor 
that bosses and workers are relating to each other 
on an equal basis 

The real clues as to what's going on in the 
Labyris labor dispute are the owner's personaliz- 
ing of allissues, their refusal to enter into negotia- 
tions, their employment of scab workers, their 
hiring of aunion-busting law firm, and their elitist 
assumption that the women’s community has 
such a low class consciousness that it won't see 
this as a pure and simple labor dispute! 

Support the Labyris Employee's Association— 
do not be fooled by the use of feminist rhetoric 
disguising the very basic right to workers to 
Organize and negotiate for fair working 
conditions

While Minnie Festo treads a very fine wire of 
humor, The Red Queen has used humor to dress 
up a basically humorless and bigoted attack on 
clones and on SM His only valid point, which he 
has exaggerated to absurdity (in its negative 
sense) is that some of the gay male culture is 
impersonal and stereotyped. Is the stereotypical 
queen then the only positive gay male image? 
What's wrong with being butch? The Red Queen's 
attitude about butch appearance is insulting to 
butch Lesbians Traditional femininity, however 
natural it may be for the Red Queen, !s not /nher- 
ently natural for women, but a prescribed and 
narrow assigned role. Artificiality is much more 
characteristic of make-up and other “feminine 
tricks than it is of bodybuilding Growing up 
female | experienced traditional femininity as a 
degrading and power drained trap. This is not 
true for everyone There is room for all of us 
butch women, femme women, femme men, butch 
men, and any combination or variant of any of 
these images 


Butch men are butch not to spite you, Red 
Queen, but probably because it feels good to 
them. Are you aware that many feminist women 
see gay male queens as a parody of and an insult 
to women? Let's not tear each other apart. There 
are more than enough straight homophobes try- 
ing to destroy us. And while you're learning to live 
and let live. Red Queen, please learn that there is 
all the difference in the world between dressing 
up like a police officer to have sex and dressing up 
as a police officer to spy, raid, beat, and kill. Fan- 
tasy police are harmiess and fun Real police are

Coming Out Bisexual 


We're a group from the S.F. Bisexual Center 
Women's Rap. Our rap group has become a 
wonderful, supportive environment—for most of 
us, one of the few places where we can explore 
and discuss who we are and want to be, what we 
face aS women whose sexuality isn’t simply 
“straight” or “gay.” 

If you're unaware that bisexual women exist in 
the “women's community”. we're here, we're 
involved, we care—as do the many kinds of 
women not always included under the euphem- 
ism “women's community ” 

We are straight women now exploring our feel- 
ings for women, women already bisexual for 
some time, and lesbians now exploring Our hete- 
rosexual feelings. We'd like to see the diversity of 
women accepted and celebrated in the women's 
community as well—regarding sexuality or wha- 
tever else separates us. We write not to trash but 
to educate our sisters about the stereotypes and 
attitudes we face 

Among the “myth-understandings” we encoun- 
ter are that bisexual women 
e “are promiscous, can't have serious relation- 

ships, don't respect those of others 

® “can't make up their minds, should get off the 
fence 

e “are just lesbians afraid to come out” 

e ‘don't take relationships with women 
seriously—they'll take women’s energy then 
sell you out fora man 

e “don't have to face gay oppression ” 

Some women may act in ways that promote these 

stereotypes—but these stereotypes don't at all 

reflect the bisexual women we know 

A spectrum of relationship styles exist regard- 
less of sexual orientation Many of us will be in 
different situations at different times in our lives 
If we can love either, why must we commit our- 
selves to loving only men or only women? 

We know it can hurt when a woman leaves you 
for a man—it happens to us, too. But we also 
know Our relationships with women are important 
to us. We don't like it when anyone—lesbian or 
straight—trivializes them 

We believe in relationships in which freely giv- 
ing Our energy generates more energy in return 
We want to give our energy to people who support 
and care about us—regardless of their gender 
We do not—indeed, cannot—ignore our oppres- 
sion under patriarchy We refuse to be blamed for 

‘collaboratron” for loving individual men. Despite 

what many women would like to believe, not all 

women are wonderful and notall men are terrible 

Coming out bi when you ve been a lesbian is no 
easy cop-out. You can feel guilt and confusion 
over emerging heterosexual feelings Youcan be 
bisexual without Compromising your lesbian 
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values, but you cannot be sure the lesbian com- 
munity will trust or support you. Formerly lesbian 
bisexuals usually cherish their lesbian friends 
and their involvement in the lesbian community, 
and can realistically fear coming out of the bisex- 
ual closet. It can cost you your lesbian friends— 
and that hurts 

Meanwhile, bisexuality doesn't exempt us from 
heterosexual oppression. In terms of homopho- 
bia on the job, in our families and among our 
friends, there is often little difference between 
bisexuality and exclusive lesbianism. That we 
have heterosexual relationships doesn't mean 
we're thrilled with the straight community—into 
which we fit only marginally. Sometimes we do 
choose to remain silent about loving women 
Coming out isn't always a safe thing todo. But we 
often take advantage of being in straight envir- 
onments to speak up for lesbians 

Perhaps the obstacle to mutual understanding 
is that the complexities of, human relationships 
don't always fit neatly into political models 

Whatever our background, we're all part of the 
women's community, which meansa great deal to 
us. We're concerned when we feel excluded. To 
those, especially in the lesbian community 
who've trashed your sisters for being bisexual 
HOW DARE YOU! Have you forgotten what it’s 
like to be ostracized and excluded for your sexual 
preferences?

Merle Woo Denied Tenure 


Merle Woo, a socialist feminist, member of Radi- 
cal Women, and a full-time humanities lecturer in 
Ethnic Studies/Asian American Studres, U.C 
Berkeley, is now fighting for her job. She was 
promised Security of Employment and yet she 
received notice that she will be terminated after 
June. She is being fired because she Is a radical 
feminist, alesbian, and acommunity activist ata 
time when the conservative trend is to terminate 
or demote lecturers at all U.C. campuses. She is 
being fired despite the fact that she has excellent 
student ratings, has published widely in Third 
World, women's and scholarly publications, and 
has encouraged students ta be actively involved 
in the community 


Since 1978, I've been teaching classes on Asian 
women, Third World women, Asian American 
Culture & Arts, literature, and creative writing. | 
was also coordinator/instructor in the Asian 
American Studies (AAS) Six Series, a 3-quarter 
sequence which satisfies English requirements 
Within this series an innovative, collective form of 
peer tutoring is used. Undergraduate students, 
who have background in Asian American Studies 
and teaching basic English skills, tutor students 
one-to-one. This core of tutors started organizing 
when AAS began to escalate its pattern toward 
conservatism and academic “respectability.” 

When | was hired by U.C., Ethnic Studies/Asian 
American Studies (ES/AAS) had the following 
objectives: 1) to offer a political, alternative pers- 
pective on the history of Third World people inthe 
U.S.; 2) to meet the needs of students, both 
American-born and foreign-born; 3) to encour- 
age community involvement, 4) to conduct rele- 
vant research. Also, | was told explicitly that AAS 
was working towards a Third World College 

| agree totally with these objectives; that was 
why | came to U.C. to teach after 9 years at S.F 
State. However, the growing conservatism in the 
University has obviously affected AAS; student 
participation in the decision-making process was 
dropped as were the community languages: Can- 
tonese and Tagalog. All discussion of a Third 
World College was replaced with the objective of 
moving Ethnic Studies into the Division of Letters 
and Science—where there would be no auto- 
nomy.

organized a teach-in boycott of AAS that lasted 
for two days 

My support of student's rights and our open 
criticism have evoked retaliation by AAS Ladder 
Rank Faculty: they have nearly eliminated the 
tutor program, they have removed me from the 
coordinatorship of the Six Series: they are now 
trying to fire me. This is a direct violation of aca- 
demic freedom, free speech and the freedom of 
political expression 

It has always been an accepted part af the cur- 
ricula that students in ES study the status of the 
Department In my classes, we analyze and criti- 
cise the patterns in AAS. We teach not only basic 
English skills but also the culture, arts and litera- 
ture of Asian Americans, Third World people 
women, workers, radicals, lesbians and gays We 
offer a political analysis of American capitalism 
As a socialist feminist and lesbian, | always 


include a feminist perspective that racism, sex-. 


ism, heterosexism, and class exploitation are all 
interconnected For these views | am being dis- 
criminated against 

Campus-wide, lecturers within the American 
Federation of Teachers, the Non-Academic 
Senate Faculty Organizing Committee, are 
organizing to stop our exploitation Lecturers 
teach more classes than Ladder Rank Faculty 
They receive less pay and have no security Most 
are on an annual contract and can be terminated 
at the end of any year Recently over 200 lecturers 
were demoted to ‘visiting” status which 1s even 
more tenuous. Within this lecturers’ group you 
will find the majority of women and people of 
color. We're holding hearings in May to challenge 
the University’s right to terminate lecturers at the 
end of four years Non-teaching staff on campus 
Nave also been organizing in the American Fed- 
eration of State, County and Municipal 
Employees

For the past several months, the residents 
of North Oakland and South Berkeley have 
been terrorized by a man known as the 
Rockridge Rapist. To date, this man is 
responsible for some 50 rapes. 

During the week of April 8th, Harold Jack- 
son, alocal resident of North Oakland, was 
arrested in connection with the rape of a 
young woman on 65th Street. Jackson was 
picked up after an investigation by Oakland 
P.D. turned up evidence that Jackson had 
been bragging of his activities of rape and 
terror to local youths. Neither police or local 
residents believe that Jackson is the 
Rockridge Rapist but believe he is 
responsible for this latest attack 

Due to the fact that this maniac is still on 
the prowl, the residents of these neighbor- 
hoods have taken certain steps to secure 
their own protection such as: hiring private 
security teams; activating curfews: offering 
rewards and more. 

What is really happening is that more and 
more communities like these are being 
forced, thanks to “Ronnie” and police’ pas- 
sivity, to pay for private protection. If com- 
munities must pay for “private anything” 
they should stop paying taxes.

An Insider's Commentary

PREMIERE: ANNUAL PARADE PREDICTION 


Well, here we are again. June, 1982, is soon 
upon us and yet another lesbian/GAY 
parade isin the final countdown stages. Itis 
yet to be seen whether the starry-eyed liber- 
als are incontrol. Co-chairs Rick Turner and 
Glenne McEthinney have been bouncing 
about in Adidas and Marin County country 
wear at many events from the ‘struggling- 
to-be-oppresed" Concerned Republicans 
meeting to the soon-to-be-held Haight St. 
Fair where they will be demonstrating 
pooper scoopers at the “struggling-to-be- 
free’ El Salvadorean booth (outreach to the 
Harvey Milk Gay Democratic Club). These 
Outrageous efforts may be loosely inter- 
preted as an effort to get Black and White 
Men Together to solely fund this year’s les- 
bian and GAY Freedom Day Celebration. 

Allow me to garb myself in my red turban 
with a dyed turkey feather (from Tandy’s 
$2.50) to become “‘La Predicta, The Magnif- 
icent” and | will inform you of all that will 
happen in 1982 at the lesbian/GAY parade. 

La Predicta’s first prediction is that the 
general membership of the lesbian/GAY 
Freedom Day Committee will not pick any 
far right speakers, thereby creating intense 
criticism of the committee as having a left- 
wing tint with obscure ethnic minorities in 
power. Further rumors will circulate that 
Harry Britt secretely funds the Parade 
Committee in order to secure a speaker's 
slot on stage. After the speakers are 
selected, the usual procession of insuffera- 
bly dull critics of the speaker choices will 
assault our ears with their usual "oh, no one 
will come to the parade if we don't havea big 
name on stage” and their usual anything- 
goes political drivel. 

My second prediction is that everyone will 
find something offensive about each of the 
speakers. It will be the “Year of the Offended” 
at the 1982 lesbian/GAY freedom day. A 
sampling of which speaker offends who 
how: Those who think Chinese people 
should only do laundry will be offended by 
Daniel Tsang. There will be those offended 
by Pat Parker because they believe black 
people should only carry big radios around 
on their shoulders, sit in back of the bus, and 
beat up white gay men. There will be those 
offended by Arnoldo Ramos (internation- 
ally recognized representative for El Salva- 
dor) because they believe the United States 
should go into El Salvador and burn the 
commie, leftist peasants to a crisp —after all, 
Americans are for freedom and we should 
kill those who won't buckle under to our 
kind of freedom. There will be those who will 
be twice offended because Gwendolyn 
Rogers will speak, “Oh god, not another 
black lesbian on stage. If they had to have 
one more black, why didn't they invite Syl- 
vester. He sings and dances!” Politically 
correct white gay male activists with the 
appropriate number of minority and lesbian 
friends and in support of the ERA will be 
offended by Howard Wallace, secretly wish- 
ing they were up there presenting the cor- 
rect politically correct speech 

Other speakers selected will include an 
odd collection of women-hating and gun- 
toting gay male separatists who will blame 
all the troubles of the world on women in 
general but especially rich third world lesbi- 
ans. Some poor clone from the Stonewall 
Democratic Club will be asked to speak on 
the oppression of successful white gay men 
focusing on having to be on a waiting list to 
geta membership to one of the gyms. Scant 
reference will be made on stage to the fact 
that the first gay supervisor in this nation 
was murdered by a white man. Such an 
embarrassing reference does not serve the 
interests of the white mainstream lesbian/ 
GAY movement and will be deftly ignored. 

La Predicta, The Magnificent would love 
to see in her crystal ball some big mouthed 
critics of the Parade Committee actually do 
some work on the Committee. There are 
people who contribute to the producing of 
the parade we now take so easily for granted, 
and these people have the guts to work ona 
committee that is open game for any self- 
proclaimed community leader, journalist or 
other such person to crudely make often 
uniformed judgements about who is on the 
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committee and what the committee is doing. 

Returning to La Predicta’s crystal ball and 
future parade scenarios. The Parade Com- 
mittee will replace the current parity system 
of 50/50 GAYS and lesbians, 30% people of 
color(!), 20% disabled and 10% youth witha 
new parity system of 50/50 stationary stores 
and bath houses, 30% gyms, 20% teddy bear 
stores and 10% GAY Nazis For A Cleaner 
Environment. All of the invited 
speakers for the main stage will be men from 
the exclusive Bohemian Club (outreach to 
the Russian River resort area) who will offer 
selling defective merchandise to under 
developed countries as a means of raising 
funds for the parade and will speak on the 
latest developments in missiles and germ 
warfare. The new committee will graciously 
set up 19 other stages with bullhorns for all 
the various “special interest” groups in the 
community to speak from. 

Oh, but exc-u-u-se my reductio-ness ad 
absurdum. Let me close with a line of 
seriousness. The May meetings of the gen- 
eral membership of the Lesbian/Gay Free- 
dom Day Committee are May 2nd and May 
16th at the Women's Building, 5-7pm. The 
Steering Committee meets every Thursday 
at the Parade office, 4599 Eighteenth Street, 
beginning at 7pm. The parade telephone

Discrimination And Your Rights 


by the Gay Advisory Committee of the 


Human Rights Commission of San Francisco 


Have you ever suspected that you have 
been discriminated against in San Fran- 
cisco because you are a Lesbian or a Gay 
man? On the job? In housing? By busi- 
nesses or other public accommodations? 
Have you recently been fired from a job, 
knowing or suspecting that it was because 
you are Gay? Are you consistently passed 
over fora promotion that should logically go 
to you? Are you “out” on the job and being 
treated differently from other employees 
because of it? Can your employer legally tell 
you that you cannot be “out” on the job and 
threaten to fire you if you do come out? Can 
a prospective landlord refuse to rent to you 
because s/he assumes you are Lesbian or 
Gay? Have you been told ina public place— 
a bar, a restaurant, a disco—to cool your 
Lesbian/Gay behavior, or simply been told 
to get out? Have you and your lover been 
denied a room in a hotel although you sus- 
pected-that a vacancy did indeed exist? In 
you've been discriminated against, have 
you ever wondered what you could do about 
it? 

In San Francisco, discrimination based 
on sexual orientation in employment, hous- 
ing, and public accomodations is ILLEGAL. 
In 1972, sexual orientation was added as 
one of the protected classes under the non- 
discrimination clauses in Sections 12A, 12B, 


and 12C of the City’s Administrative Code 
Chapter 12B provides for non-discrimination 
in all contracting agencies of the City and 
County of San Francisco and names the 
Human Rights Commission (HRC) as the 
agency empowered to investigate, mediate, 
and enforce non-discrimination. 

Then, in 1978, the San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors, understanding that Lesbians 
and Gay men had no protection prohibiting 
discrimination except with City contracting 
agencies, enacted Article 33 of the Police 
Code (commonly referred to as the Gay 
Rights Ordinance), which became effective 


- in May of that year. Article 33 prohibits dis- 


crimination in employment, housing, and 
public accommodations based on sexual 
orientation throughout the City and County 
of San Francisco, and authorizes the HRC to 
investigate and mediate complaints filed 
with it by individuals. The Lesbian/Gay 
Community Liaison at the HRC handles 
these complaints. In addition, the Article 
provides the District Attorney and City 
Attorney with the power to obtain an injunc- 
tion against the discriminatory party under 
specific circumstances. A person suffering 
from discrimination also may seek enforce- 
ment of the provisions of this Article by 
means of litigation through the services of a 
private attorney. 


The Gay Advisory Committee is a man- 
dated committee of the Human Rights 
Commission. One of its primary goals is to 
work against Lesbian/Gay discrimination. 
GAC acts as a conduit to provide informa- 
tion to Lesbians and Gay men so that we 
know our rights and how to use the system 
to enforce them. Thus far, the Gay Advisory 
Committee has established communication 
with the District Attorney and the City 
Attorney's office to ensure enforcement of 
Article 33. The Committee is also exploring 
ways to assure Lesbians and Gay men of 
their rights through state and federal agen- 
cies and laws. 

As part of the Gay Advisory Committee's 
effort to disseminate information to Lesbi- 
ans and Gay men, this article is the first ina 
bi-monthly series appearing in Coming Up!. 
Future articles will discuss the HRC com- 
plaint filing process and the various laws 
affecting discrimination. This column will 
also discuss what other agencies can do to 
enforce non-discrimination, as well as 
alternative avenues to pursue to fight the 
injustices faced by Lesbians and Gay men.

Honoring the Freedom Fighters 


International women at war 


‘My wish is to ride the tempest, tame the waves, kill the shark. | want to drive the enemy 
away, to save our people. | will not resign myself to the usual lot of women.” 
—Trieu Thi Trinh, Vietnamese Warrior

As a former political prisoner recently 
released from jail, imprisoned freedom 
fighters symbolize what | believe we should 
be supporting on International Women’s 
Day and every day of the year. 

The eleven Puerto Rican POW’s, the 
Black Liberation Army 25, the October 20th 
Freedom Fighters arrested in Nyack, New 
York, the Irish prisoners in H-Block and Ar- 
maugh, political prisoners in South Africa’s 
Robbin Island and Chile’s Tres Alamos— 
these are people who have committed their 
lives to the total liberation of their people. 
Among them are many women, and al- 
though these women live under extremely 
harsh and repressive conditions, no one 
who has met them inside or outside of 
prison can see them as objects of pity. 
They are passionate examples of and stan- 
dards for what women can do to end the 
military, economic and social control of 
their people and land; to defeat a system 
based on the colonization of two-thirds of 
the world’s people by a small minority. 

Puerto Rico has been a United States 
colony since it was invaded and seized by 
the U.S. Marines in 1898. During 84 years of 
U.S. rule, people have been driven from the 
land that supported their lives to make way 
for U.S. Sugar Companies, followed their 
jobs into U.S.-owned factories, and as a 
result, nearly half the population has been 
forced to emigrate to find work in the 
States. In reaction to this domination, a 
movement has sprung up among the Puer- 
to Rican people to separate their country 
from U.S. rule. The United States govern- 
ment fears the strength and power of the 
Puerto Rican Independence Movement to 
such an extent that Secretary of State Haig 
has labeled this movement the ‘‘Achilles 
Heel’ of the United States system. 

In April 1980, eleven Puerto Rican 
Freedom fighters, 6 men and 5 women, 
were arrested in Chicago for their participa- 
tion in the armed struggle for in- 
dependence and socialism in Puerto Rico. 

One of the eleven P.O.W.’s, Haydee Tor- 
res, was separated from her companeros 
immediately after the arrest, and brought 
to New York City on separate charges in an 
attempt to isolate her and disunite the 
eleven. Torres was brought into Court by a 
small army of FBI and police agents. But ig- 
noring them, she turned her back on the in- 
credulous judge, and spoke to her friends 
and supporters in the courtroom and 
beyond: 

|, Maria Haydee Torres, am a Puerto 

Rican Prisoner of War. | am a product 

of the continuous struggle waged by 

my people. | am the conscience of my 

people in arms, and like any POW, 
neither the Court, nor this Country 

has any right to treat me like a 

criminal and subject me to those 

things for which they have brought 
me here. They wanted a sample of my 
hair, a sample of my handwriting, and 

to subject myself to a line-up. Neither 

my hair nor my soul shall they have. | 

am free, and neither these bars nor 
this court nor this miserable and 

shameful country can keep me im- 

prisoned. 

The image of this one Puerto Rican 
woman defying the might of the U.S. state 
by taking a Prisoner of War stance exposed 
the illegitimacy of the U.S. colonial control 
of Puerto Rico, and affirmed the right of the 
Puerto Rican people to engage in a war of 
liberation. 

The United States government has al- 
ways tried to portray such freedom fighters 
as criminals, murderers and terrorists. 

Assata Shakur, identified by the FBI as 
the ‘soul of the Black Liberation Army” 
was Captured in 1976. Before she was liber- 
ated by the BLA in 1979, Assata was tried 
and acquitted in three separate murder

trials, until in yet another trial, an all-white 
jury convicted her and sentenced her to life 
imprisonment. Assata stated: 

| am a Black revolutionary woman, 

and because of this | have been 

charged with and accused of every 
alleged crime in which a woman was 
believed to have participated. The 
alleged crimes in which only men 
were supposedly involved, | have 
been accused of planning... They 
call us murderers, but we do not con- 
trol or enforce a system of racism and 
oppression that systematically mur- 
ders Black and Third World people. 

Although Black people supposedly 

comprise about 15% of the total 

Amerikkkan population, at least 60% 

of all murder victims are Black. For 

every pig that is killed in the so-called 

line of duty, there are at least 50 

Black people murdered by the police. 

Similarly, when the Revolutionary Armed 
Task Force, Sekou Odinaga, Solomon 
Brown, Judy Clark, David Gilbert, and 
Kathy Boudin (under the leadership of the 
Black Liberation Army) were arrested in 
Nyack, New York, October 20, the state 
made a nation-wide effort to depict these 
comrades as Criminals and terrorists. The 
state fears that people will come to under- 
stand that what they did was a principaled 
revolutionary act and that they must be 
supported. The significance of the govern- 
ment’s strategy is reflected in the debates 
going on at this very moment in the left and 
in the women’s movement about whether 
or not to support Nyack: whether or not to 
support a legitimate expression of the war 
for national liberation of the Black nation 
within the United States. 

On_ International Women's Day we 
should honor women like Torres and 
Shakur because they represent people who 
are not fighting for a bigger piece of the 
pie, or for their own selves, families, sex or 
race alone, but to transform the whole in- 
ternational system by which so few live so 
well at the expense of the lives of most of 
the world’s peoples, that is the system of 
imperialism. 

We admire and honor these women be- 
cause they take responsibility for creating 
and participating fully in the people’s war, 
the total political, military and ideological 
mobilization of their people. 

By making this choice for their lives, 
women freedom fighters are breaking 
through centuries-old definitions of 
women’s role. These women are extraor- 
dinary—precisely because they are not so 
different from other women. They are sim- 
ply people who have decided to live their 
words and politics and to fight for in- 
dependence, freedom and socialism. 

Torres, Shakur and all women like them 
challenge how we as women see ourselves, 
and how we see our own liberation. They 
challenge us to see that our enemy is not 
men, or simply the system of male suprem- 
acy, but the entire imperialist system, and 
that our own freedom depends on the 
destruction of that system. 

| believe that white women, along with all 
white people, have a special responsibility 
to confront and build a movement to de- 
stroy all forms of white supremacy. It may 
not be easy or comfortable to fight for liber- 
ation, but we can choose to fight, and it is 
possible to win. The examples of the free- 
dom fighters show us that there are always 
choices in whatever circumstances we find 
ourselves, and that those choices have 
political impact far beyond our own indivi- 
dual lives. 


There will be an evening in Solidarity with all 
Freedom Fighters and Grand Jury Resisters 
and Against Repression of National Libera- 
tion Struggles on Friday, May 7 at 7:30pm at 
St. John’s Church, 2136—22nd Street, San 
Francisco. Speakers from the National 
Committee to Defend New Afrikan Freedom 
Fighters and the Movimiento de Liberacion 
Nacional will speak on the continuing attacks 
on the Black community following the 
attempted BLA-led Brinks expropriation, 
and on May 28-30 National Conference 
Against Repression in Denver. The meeting 
is sponsored by the Coalition to Defend the 
October 20th Freedom Fighters. Addition- 


ally, there will be a women's Community 
Meeting in Support of Grand Jury Resist- 
ance to discuss the issues raised by the 
Brinks expopriation, the Puerto Rican Inde- 
pendence Movement, and the current Grand 
Juries investigating these movements. Maria 
Cueto, jailed in 1977 for refusal to collabo- 
rate with a similar Grand Jury and recently 
re-subpoenaed in New York, will participate 
and provide a perspective for the discus- 
sion. The meeting takes place Sunday, May 
16, 7pm, at Valencia Rose Cafe, 766 Valen- 
cia, San Francisco, and is sponsored by 
Women Against Imperialism.

established to deal with issues women felt were 
important to address within the community such 
as Class and disability awareness, fat liberation, 
and racism.

We're affirming our culture as beautiful and 
valid, and reclaiming that which nurtures us as 
feminists,” Andrea Land notes. “In this process 
we also realize that there is a tremendous upsurge 
of antisemitism.”

| often hear the lament from newer sin- 
gers, or locals who don't frequently get the 
chance to perform, that these clubs are all 
sewn up by fewer than a dozen performers 
and no one is willing to try anything new. 
Glancing through Sold Out (the San Fran- 
cisco Cabaret Guide), it certainly would 
appear that way. You’re bound to see pic- 
tures of Pamela Brooks, Lynda Bergren, 
Gail Wilson more than once, and see their 
names several times in the schedules for the 
various Clubs. And it’s true that | can count 
on the fingers of my hands the number of 
local entertainers who regularly perform, or 
who would be welcome back to perform, in 
the aforementioned clubs. 

Wouldn't you think nightclubbers would 
get weary of seeing the same few people 
everywhere in town? Why not give some 
fresher talents a break?

and following to “fill the place” (another 
assertion that’s generally been aemonstrated 
to be false when the club owners have suc- 
Cumbed ina weak moment and given some 
of these newcomers a Chance) 

Here are a few disqualifiers in perfor- 
mance that mark the amateur. Singing with 
eyes closed. Singing nothing but ballads. Or 
nothing but obscure show tunes. Talking 
too much, or not enough, or having nothing 
of interest to say. Dressing in jeans, or any 
kind of street clothes (you're an entertainer, 
look like you came to perform, not to do the 
dishes!) The cabarets of San Francisco are 
not open mike clubs for amateurs, and it 
takes more than a pleasant voice to carry a 
show for a full evening. Fledgling vocalists 
who want to develop their talent may be 
welcome at Joe Sixes or at the Fickle Fox, 
but not at Our Kitchen or Trinity Place, and 
an audition is just a waste of time for all 
concerned 

| knew a singer in town something overa 
year ago whose only experience had been 
roles in stock musical theater; no solo per- 
forming. He came to San Francisco, found 
himself an aggressive manager and a pro- 
fessional photographer, and printed up an 
impressive resume that included some good 
New York clubs, the insides of which he’s 
never even seen. Local clubs first received 
his resume and demo tape, then were called 
on by his manager, which of course led to 
his audition. It worked, because the young 
man had the talent to carry it off, and he did 
a good show. It didn't work long, however, 
because he had no local friends. ..although 
he'd packaged and presented himself well 
from the standpoint of getting performance 
engagements, he didn’t understand that he 
had to go out and do a lot of glad-handing, 
of personal selling, to build himself an 
audience.(No one goes to most of our cabarets 
just because it's a habit or fun thing to do; 
they go to see the particular entertainer 
who's performing there). 

So my best advice to most youngsters 
wanting to break into local cabaret is, forget 
it. But if you're going to persist: have a good 
resume and demo tape, be well represented 
by someone who understands the business, 
get the best (and best-known) accompanist 
available, do every showcase and benefit 
you can, and DRESS PROPERLY 
Openings: A Fine Romance is back at the 
Valencia Rose. It's a delightful show; if you 
missed it the first time, treat yourself. Piaf... 
Her Songs...Her Story is an exquisitely 
performed retrospective of the lady’s life 
and music, co-starring Raquel Bitton and 
Lynn Brown, and featuring Scott Singer.

Dance Does Not Exist... 


by Penni Kimmel 


In the Arts Presevation compartment of 
the spaceship bound for the star colonies of 
the future, Dance in its living form may not 
be given a place. Not to worry. Somewhere 
along the frozen corridors an inanimate 
passenger will give a cryogenic twitch now 
and again. It may be a dancer. But it could 
be just a dance-lover from San Francisco, 
someone who absorbed one or more per- 
formances in the brief spring of 1982 and 
stored away the experience in the personal- 
ized motor/memory bank to be divided, 
cloned (there is another use of the word) 
and re-engendered on a planet near Betel- 
geuse. And there, inevitably, will come a 
critic from Old Earth, schooled in Paviova's 
definition of the Imperial Ballet ("a convent 
whence frivolity is banned...where merci- 
less discipline reigns") to declare that so 
maleable and independent a form is Not 
Dance. Not even. Human, perhaps, having 
drawn on the local and immediate expres- 
sions of Betelgeusan time and place and 
essence that is culture. Big deal, thinks the 
New San Franciscan, dancer and audience 
alike —we always knew that was an indes- 
tructable yellow brick road running under 
the Golden Gate; our roots spring from that 
city of anomaly and paradox in a function- 
ally creative state of anarchy 

The San Francisco Ballet is the oldest 
continuing Company (coming up on its 
50th!) and third largest in the country. Every 
major Company has its compendium of 
“firsts” which can be selected and re-ranked 
by current standards of quality and taste 
the SFB's reputation has long been based 
on that of opportunities offered to a wonder- 
fully diverse and mutable group of vibrantly 
Original dancers and choreographers. With 
equal attention paid to those in production, 
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By rise Falcon Dance 


design and music, the company remains 
fresh and exciting. The last program of the 
season, May 4-9, presents Lew Christensen's 
new production premiere of Tchaikovsky's 
Beauty and the Beast, a fitting classical end 
to a season dedicated to another composer, 
Igor Stravinsky 

A new resident dancer/choreographer, 
Val Caniparoli, has just added his creation, 
Love-Lies-Bleeding to the SFB repertoire, a 
notable example of the blurring of lines 
between dance forms without compromis- 
ing the essential ballet style. The dance 
evokes the temperament of plants—Venus 
Fly Trap. Vines, Belladonna, Rose, Tum- 
bleweed, Crabgrass and Sunflower—which 
in turn evoke subtle human mood. Color is 
less a direct visual effect than one of peri- 
pheral movement, advancing and retreating 
tropisms create sun and shadow with 
scarcely any lighting effects: and the dancers 
feet have an affinity with the ground—a 
barefoot effect en pointe—that appear to 
make the stage floor superfluous. Caniparo- 
li's Stravinsky selections meld so smoothly 
with the changing scenes and into one 
another that, without the program notes ora 
music background as strong as the chereo- 
grapher’,s it would be impossible to distin- 
guish them as nine different excerpts. This 


IS a showcase for 15 dancers who are so 
attuned to acting, to more than bare physi- 
cal imagery, that Love-Lies-Bleeding 
becomesa brief dramatic experience. Tobe 
had, when it comes round again 

So. there are those who would have you 
believe Dance Does Not Exist in San Fran- 


cisco...and then there are those who per- 
mit only the Season to impinge on their 
artistic schedules. So much for the more 
than 40 professional companies and as 
many more talented troupes that seem to 
appear as often as Halley's Comet, but a 
thousand times more welcome. Thanks to 
City Celebrations, Inc. and the San Fran- 
cisco Hotel Tax Fund. The 1982 Ethnic 
Dance Festival is on again after a year's 
absence (see Calendar for details) to satisfy 
the needs of the multicultural heritage that 
is alive in the city's individuals as well as its 
neighborhoods, more as a stimulation for 
regenerative ethnic growth than a static 
preservation of the past. The music and 
dance of Africa, Asia, Europe and the South 
Seas will be presented by 16 companies in 
four performaces, some as familiar as a 
heartbeat, others strikingly strange and tan- 
talizing. May 6-9 at the Herbst Theater 
Then, the ubiquitous Golden Gate Per- 
forming Arts has filled out its calendar of 
chorus upon Chorus with Rites of Spring: A 
Celebration of Men Dancing, May 14 & 15at 
Nourse Auditorium. Gay spirit and more 
cultural heritage from Randall Krivonic’s 
Falcon Dance Theatre, a group that has

Cris Willlamson has just released a new 
album for children and maybe adults entitled 
Lumiere. This is a science fantasy fable that 
comes with a colorful picture book, a mod 
able with X-Ray Ted as the main character 
Ted gets thrown out by his space mother 
who is actually a robot, but he is befriended 
by Glory and her friends, who, through a 
series of space adventures, teach X-Ray Ted 
about enlightenment and the power within 

The songs are very Carol King-sounding, 
the kind that are so melodic that you just 
automatically start singing along with them 
Cris accompanies herself on piano with 
simple phrasing that kids can follow. All of 
the atbum speaking parts are also done by 
Cris, and it might enhance it to have had a 
real child speak Ted's parts, have Cris do the

This is a nice album for kids, with catchy 
sound effetcs that bring home the space 
fantasy.

The credit for the beauty of this piece of

misleading and possibly even detrimental. Some of us, because of society's attitudes towards us, have not come out as gay 
people to family, friends and employers. However, when diagnosed with Kaposi's sarcoma and Pneumocystis, everyone 
immediately assumes they know our sexual identity and lifestyle. It is depressing enough to have a potentially fatal disease 
without the added fear of losing the love and friendship of those near to us. Further. we are faced with the reality that many of 
us have died from these diseases and that we could also die. 

Lately, we have been attacked by the moral majority. who distributed literature stating that our illness is God's 
punishment for our perverse lifestyle. We also have been met with attitudes from our own brothers and sisters which suggest 
that our degree of sexual activity and drug use brought these diseases upon us. 

Our response to the moral majority is disgust. We deplore these accusations which attribute our diseases toa vengeful 
God. They have absolutely no idea of us as persons or of our unique and individual relationship with the Universe. Brothers 
and sisters, we understand your need to make us different from you. We understand that by making us different, you protect 
yourselves from “It.” However, despite our understanding of your need to see yourselves as different, we need to tell you that 
we are not. 

In December 1981, the Shanti Project, which offers free counseling and emotional support to persons and families 
faced with life-threatening illness and bereavement, began a support group for gay men with Kaposi's sarcoma and 
Pneumocystis pneumonia. Our group meets one night a week to share and to support each other. No one can know our 
experience as well as someone who is going through it. During the last four months our group has touched the lives of over 
twenty members. For those too sick to attend, we have brought the group to their homes or hospital settings. In addition to 
the group, the Shanti Project offers one-to-one counseling at no cost. 

Since our begining we have grieved the deaths of five of our brothers. We have learned much from each other. 

We have learned that we love each other. We recognize our common predicament and respect our individual 
differences. We have learned not to judge. Some of us are “out” to everyone. Some of us are “out” to few. Some of us have 
lovers. Some of us have none. Some of us have gone to the baths. Some of us have not. Some of us have used recreational 
drugs extensively. Some of us have used little. All of us have suffered life's stresses, and treasured life's joys 

We don't know what caused our diseases, and this is frustrating and frightening. We don’t know what we should do, 
or not do, to protect ourselves and others. 

We have watched and stood-by each other at various stages of treatment and disease. We have felt joy in the support of 
our family and friends. and pain in their withdrawal. We have made new friends and let go of old. We have learned to say 
hello. We have learned to say goodbye 

We have learned that we need you to be close to us, now, more than ever. We implore you to be even more loving with us. 
Don't be afraid to be near us. However, do be honest with us. We know it is scary but please try to go past your fear, and 
remember that a loving touch or hug can be a most valued gesture. We ask you to offer your support to your brothers with 
these illnesses. We ask you not to hold back. Life is short, and this moment is all we have 

The Shanti Project has supported us, and now, the Project needs your assistance to continue its 
efforts. At this time, the Project is experiencing critical financial difficulty. Yet, despite staff reductions,seventy volunteers 
continue to offer a wide range of backgrounds and expertise to meet the needs of hundreds of clients throughout the Bay 
Area. Shanti represents and serves the lesbian and gay communities as well as the community-at-large 

We thank the Project for giving us the opportunity to address you, and we're proud to ask you to support this worthy 
organization. We ask you to give generously to this Project which has deeply touched our lives. With your support it will 


continue to touch the lives, and deaths. of more of us.
